The 
original  manuscript  of  this  work  was  kept  in  the  convent 
of  San  Fernando,  and  was  probably  destroyed  at  the  time 
of  the  destruction  of  the  convent.  The  preservation  of  the 
work  is  due  to  an  order  of  Charles  iv,  who  had  copies  made 
of  early  narratives  for  the  archives  of  Spain.  A copy  of 
Palou’s  work  exists  in  the  archives  of  Mexico.  This  is  a 
reprint  with  corrections  of  the  edition  which  appeared  in 
1846  in  the  Diario  OJicial  of  Mexico,  in  an  imperfect  con- 
dition. Bancroft’s  History  of  the  Pacific  states,  vol.  13, 
shows  that  an  edition  of  the  work  forms  vols.  6,  7 of  the 
fourth  series  of  the  “ Documentos  para  la  historia  de 
Mexico,”  published  in  1857,  of  which  Doyle  makes  no 
mention. 

“ Among  the  various  documents  incorporated  in  the  book, 
the  diaries  of  the  several  expeditions  by  land  and  sea  will 
probably  prove  the  most  generally  interesting.  Those  of 
Father  Crespi,  of  the  first  overland  journey  to  San  Diego, 
and  thence  up  the  coast  in  quest  of  Monterey,  are  . . .

Gifts.  — The  Trustees  have  received  and  hold 
certain  securities,  amounting  to  about  five  thou- 
sand five  hundred  dollars,  from  the  estate  of 
Daniel  Treadwell,  formerly  Rumford  Professor 
in  Harvard  College.  This  sum,  it  is  expected, 
will  be  increased  by  an  amount  about  equal  to 
this  from  the  same  source. 

The  Trustees  have  received  notice  of  a gift  of 
five  hundred  dollars  to  the  Charlestown  Branch 
Library,  under  the  will  of  the  late  Hon.  Edward 
Lawrence,  to  be  appropriated,  from  time  to  time, 
to  the  purchase  of  books  of  reference  for  that 
branch.  Mr.  Lawrence,  a few  months  before 
his  death,  gave  numerous  books  and  pamphlets 
to  the  Library. 

A.  copy  of  Ball’s  bronze  statuette  of  Daniel 
Webster  has  been  received,  by  bequest,  from  the 
late  Mayor,  Joseph  M.  tVightman,  to  whom  it 
was  presented  by  citizens  of  Boston,  in  recog- 
nition of  his  efforts  in  behalf  of  the  Public 
Garden. 

Mention  has  been  made  in  a former  Bulletin 
of  the  receipt  by  the  City  of  Boston  of  §50,000,  I 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  will  of 
the  late  Arthur  Scholfield,  of  which  sum  the  in- 
come, after  the  e.xpiration  of  certain  life  inter- 
ests, will  be  applied  to  the  purchase  of  books  of 
permanent  value  for  the  Public  Library.  From 
the  same  source  about  thirteen  hundred  volumes 
have  recently  been  received-'  by  the  Library.

The  work  of  putting  this  translation  through  the  press 
was  completed  in  September,  1522,  from  which  fact  it  has 
received  the  name  of  the  “ Septemberbibel.”  It  was  the 
first  instalment  of  Luther’s  translation  of  the  whole  Bible, 
which  did  not  appear  in  complete  form  until  1534.  The  New 
Testament  passed  through  several  editions  in  the  mean- 
time. The  illustrations  were  made  either  by  Lucas  Cranach 
himself  or  his  assistants.

Notes. 


New  Library  Building. — The  foundation 
for  the  new  Library  Building  is  going  in,  and  it 
will  be  completed  this  season.  Work  upon  the 
structure  will  not  begin  until  next  spring. 

Dorchester.  — Many  citizens  in  the  vicinity 
of  Mount  Bowdoin,  Dorchester,  have  petitioned 
for  a Delivery  Station  in  that  section,  and  the 
matter  is  now  under  advisement  by  the  Trus- 
tees. 

North  End  Branch. — The  City  Council,  on 
September  27.  passed  an  order  authorizing  the 
Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  to  hire,  for  five 
vears,  rooms  at  the  corner  of  North  Bennet  and 
Salem  streets,  for  the  Delivery  Station  and  Read- 
ing-Room at  the  North  End,  which  were  sus- 
pended by  the  action  of  the  School  Committee 
in  recalling  to  their  own  use,  for  school  purposes, 
the  room  heretofore  occupied  by  the  Library  in 
the  Hancock  school-house. 

Roxbury. — The  Roxburv  Athenieum  Library, 
numbering  several  thousand  volumes,  was  pur- 
chased some  time  since  by  the  Trustees  of  the 
Fellowes  Athenatum,  and  the  books  have  been 
placed  on  the  shelves  of  the  Roxbury  Branch 
Library.  They  have  been  catalogued,  and,  as 


soon  as  possible,  will  be  made  ready  for  distri- 
bution to  readers. 

Bowditch  Collection.  — The  original  cor- 
respondence in  relation  to  Nathaniel  Bowditch's 
translation  of  the  Mecanique  Celeste,  together 
with  his  diplomas  from  learned  societies,  has 
been  deposited  in  the  Public  Library.
